financial policy in the Chamber 
of Deputies last month. It is 
in no sense a Socialist policy. 
M. Blum himself declared that 
his aim at.this juncture. was 
not to create the Socialist. State 
but to preserve the frane and 
restore economic and industrial 
prosperity. In purpose he dif- 
fers little from his predeces- 
sors, though his methods are 
framed on very different lines.
